Steamer Lusitania Striks a Reef Off New Found 


lane)—Five Hundred Passengers Saved—- 


Men Fought Women for the Boats. 


St. Johns, N. F., June 26.—The 


Orient Steam Navigation company's 
steamer, Lusitama, Captain McKay, 
from Liverpool, June 18, for Mon- 
treal, having 500 passengers on 
board, was wrecked last night off 
pape BalarcL 


The Lusitania was "bound round 


Cape Race for Montreal with a large 
cargo and a ship load of passengers. 
She mistook her course in a dense fog 
and 
went 
ashore near 
Kenews, 


twenty miles north of Cape Race, be- 
1'oie daybreak. The ship ran over a 
reef and hangs against a cliff. The 
passengers, who are mostly emi- 
grants, were panic stricken* 
Tliey 


scuffled and iought for the boats, but 
were overcome by the officers and 
crew, who secured control after great 
trouble <and a prolonged struggle with 
the roughef element among the pas- 
sengers, who used knives. The wo- 
men and children were first landed 
and the men followed. 
The crew 


stood by the ship. A heavy sea was 
running, but at latest advices the 
Lusitania was holding her own. It 
was thought likely, however, that 
she would prove a total wreck. 


The disaster occurred miles from 


the nearest telegraph station and the 
details obtainable at this time are 
meagre. 


The representative of the Associ- 


ated Press here is unable to verify 
the report at present. 


A areiiKiBLE EXPERIENCE. 


The passengers of the Lusitania shad 
a terrible 
experience, 
The 
first 


knowledge which, they had of the 
disaster, w'hen, owing to the ship 
rasping over the rocks, they were all 
hurled from their 
berths 
by the 


shock. Many of them were bruised 
and they all hurried 
on deck in 


their night clothes. 


People were clamoring to escape 


when the crew tried to pacify them 
and laurufli the boats. 


The male passengers, men 
who 


were cowards, in their attempt to 
seize the boats, itrampfled the women 
under foot and fought the crew with 
knives.

the crow da the efforts to get ouit the 


boats* 
Cue 'boat was upset and Us 


occupants were immersed. It is still 
supposed that some of these were 
drowned, buit that point lias not yet 
been definitely established.

She is supposed to (be adrift In the 
fog 'and this may have given rise to 
the report which reached here that 
tweMy persons ^*ere drowned by tl^e 
upsetting of the boat* 


WERE ALMOST (NAKED. 


The women and children rescued 


were almost naked. Drenched wifi 
sp.ray, they were pulled up «the cliffs 
by the coast people. 
Some of the 


boats were demolished in the surr 
while attempting to land and their 
half-drowned occupants held on to 
the rocks shivering with cold until 
rescued. 


This morning the <unh*appy pas- 


sengers after shivering for Ihours on 
the hill tops tramped 
over weary 


•miles in an endeavor to reach the 
houses of fishermen where they are 
now sheltered. 


TERRIBLE ANXIETY. 


Previous to reaching the cliffs the 


passengers passed fcWb hours of ter- 
rible anxiety on the wreck. 


As a furious rain storm and heavy 


sea raged all night, it is feared the 
Lusitania will be a total wreck. The 
last reports received here said the 
steamer was breaking up, that ner 
forehoMs were full of water and that 
her cargo Wad been salvaged, There 
is hope of saving the "effects of the 
passengers, as, where possible, ttiey 
were stowed above decks. 


Six steamers are now on their way 


from (here to the scene of the wreck. 
It is expected tlvat the ires'cued pa^ 
sengeis will the brougtiut h'ere to- 
night.

MOB OFSTRIKERS BATTLE WITH POLICE 


Btocliestei', N. Y,, June 26.—Strik- 


ing la/borers to the number of 1,000 
had a brisk encounter with the police 
today, in which 
eleven policemen 


and twenty rioters were injured, The 
strikers had set out as several times 
before to drive off laborers who were 
at work on street improvements. At 
Mill and Commercial streets they en- 
countered fifty laborers employed by 
the Rochester Gas and Electric com- 
pany in digging a trench, and ad- 
vanced on them and drove them from 
the trench. 
The workers1 sought 


refuge in the power house of the com- 
pany and the police undertook to 
disperse the moto. 
The poUce re- 


serves iwere drawn up in a platoon 
of fifty across the street, and upon 
orders advanced with drawn clubs 


upon the mob. 
Immediately tftie air 


was filled with bri'cks, stones and 
wood, and shovels and picks, in the 
hands of the 
striken9 were used 


freely. 


Amid the melee a sho't Vang out 


and Sergeant Stein, commanding the 
(platoon, ordered the poliqemen to ihe 
over tihe heads of the strikers. 
This 


had the desired effect. 
The strikers 


scattered, and the police chased 
them through toe streets to the city 
hall p&rk, win re 
they were helu 


aiwaiting action oy the mayor. 
Po- 


lice reinforcements were hurried to 
the scenes of tthe -riot, but their serv- 
ices were not required. 
The injuries 


sustained by several of the poli'ce- 
men are of^ a serious nature. 
The 


hurts of the rioters were mostly tfcalp 
twounds inflicted by the Officers' clubs.

FRIGHTFUL WRECK ON WABASH 


St. Louis Flyer Ditched By a Washout and Eighteen Persons 


Are Killed and Half a Hundred Are Injured 


Near Logansport 


U. S. ROBERTSON JR., TELLS OF THE DISASTER 


, Jnd., June 26. — Eighteen per* 


sons were killed and sibout fifty weie 
seviously injured in a wreck of train 
Nd. 3, the westbound Wabash lim- 
ited, nine miles west of this city, at 
12*130 a. m. today. 


The dead are all Italian emigrants 


en route to Colorado* 
Many of the 


injured undoubtedly will die.

FARMERS GAVE AID. 


Trainmen caught up their lanterns 


and rushed to the neighboring farm 
houses for assistance. The farmers, 
with their wives and children bear- 
ing torches, hastened to the scene 
and all efforts were 'bent to giving 
first >aid to the injured. 


Telephone messages weredispatched 


to this city and every physician was 
hurriedly taken to a special train 
which carried them to the scene. The 
injured were placed aboard the cars 
and brought to the general hospital 
in this city, where everything- possi- 
ble was done to ameliorate their con- 
dition. 


NEWSBOY'S TERRIBLE HURTS. 
Many operations, were necesary, the 


most notable of which was the one 
performed on John1 'Wiliamson, the 
news agent, a lad of 14 years. Both' 
the boy's arms, both his- legs and the 
right shoulder blade were broken.

ENGINE LEAPED CHASM. 


Owing to the momentum of the 


train the engine appeared to leap 
nearly across the abyss, plunged into 
the soft earth on tine opposite side 
and fell back to. the (bottom, 
En- 


gineer Butler and Fireman Adams 
were thrown from th<e cab, but not 
seriously hurt. 
The express car and 


the first chair car were telescoped. 
The emigrant cur, followed by two 
chair cars, went down on the left 
side of the track and the first sleeper 
pitched forward upon the mass of 
debris, 


Its 
windows and trucks were 


broken, but nona of the occupants 
were injured, 
The remaining cats 


also letfft their trucks, but were not 
badly damaged.

OFFICIAL REPORT. 


St. Louas, Mo., June 26,—In an of- 


ficial report of the wreck made to 
President Ramsey it fo stated that 
thirteen Italians were killed, three 
probaibly fatally and eleven seriously 
hurt and thirty-one slightly bruised 
and cut. 


A woman passenger is missing. 


Of the total killed and injured seven 
were employes. 


Only one 'body, that of Fanny 


Muehlvic, address unknown, has been 
identified* According to the official 
report tine wreck was caused by the 
washing out of a culvert. It is stated 
that'no person in the last sleeper or 
the private car of General Superin- 
tendent Cotter was injured. 


MR. ROBERTSON'S STORY. 


Robert S. Robertson, jr., was a pas- 


senger on the ill-fated train, but he 
was fortunate to escape with a severe 
shaking up and some minor cuts and 
bruises. M/r. Robertson was en route 
to St. Louis on a businses trip, but 
returned to .the city this morning, 
and was seen at the residence of his 
father-in-law, 
John Ferguson, 
at 


203 <West Berry street, by a reporter 
for The Sentinel. 


Mr. Robertson's appearance shpwed 


plainly the effects of his exciting ex- 
perience and the harrowing scenes 
which folio-wed the catastrophe, but 
he was calm and collected, and gave 
The 'Sentinel a vivid account of the 
terrible affair. 


'"Everything was all Tight until 


we reached Peru," said Mr. Robert- 
son. 
"Here we were delayed forty 


minutes for the arrival of the De* 
troit train bringing tihe combination 
cars which contained most of the un- 
fortunates who lost their lives a short 
time later. This car was! switched in 
just behind the three baggage and 
express cars. Following it was the 
s-moker and two chair ca>rs and at the 
rear were three sleepers. 


"As we left Peru at 11:401 left the 


smoker and walked through the chair 
cars, took the last seat in the second 
car, and had just finished reading a 
Toledo piaper which I found upon the 
seat, when the crash came* Xt lasted

sciibafole sensation of our car falling 
and I think everybody on the train 
intuitively knew what had happened. 


ALL IN DARKNESS. 


"In an instant every light in the 


coach was extinguished. There was 
a drop and we felt our coach plowing 
along the ground, but it remained up- 
right, 
though 
tilting 
somewhat, 


There was a crash of glass and the 
passengers were thrown violently 
about the car, I found myself in the 
aisle, but it was so d'ark and there 
was such intense confusion that one 
did not know which way 'to turn. 
Ahead of me a young man had been 
sitting and I called to him, 'I'm all 
right/ said he, fhow are you?' I an- 
swered him and then we worked our 
way back through the fear, smashed 
out a window at the rear and crawled 
tlnough it. Most of the passengers 
in our car followed through the same 
exit, and soon as v/e alighted I looked 
at my watch. It was- ll:50o 'clock, 
so that we must have run Miat twelve 
miles from Peru in about as many 
minutes. 


"dm* 
coach was only partially filled 


but I had noticed that the cars ahead 
of us weie crowded. It is utterly im- 
possible to give an adequate idea of 
the situation for the next few min-* 
utes. From out 
of the 
darkness 


ahead of us came screanns, cries aixcl 
groans of the injured people mingled 
with a vicious hiss of steam from the 
overturned locomotive. I*rom out of 
the debris and from 
the sleepers 


which were yet standing upon the 
tracks hurried tlve passengers who 
were not injured, tdgetiier with many 
less fortunate but who were still able 
to climb from the wreckage* 


SCENE OF THE TROUBLE. 


"Tliere had been, so for *is I could 


discover, no bridge or trestje whire 
the wreck occurred. It T^as, I be- 
lieve, a stretch of new-laid (track, 
built up to a hedghth of eighteen, op 
twenty 'feet, with new gravel veiy 
loose and not ballasted, Ahead was 
the "VSTatms'li river and on eilther side 
of the track the water which fell kx 
the earlier part of the night 'Was nm- 
ning, but there was 110 ftdcumulation 
of water, and none was passing be- 
irealth the tracks, In my judgment 
the water from the rainfall passing 
along the sides of the track had simp- 
ly washed away the loose gravel at 
that spot and permitted *the upper 
part of ths embankment to cave in, 
so that when the irain sltvuck the 
spot there was no stipport there be- 
neath the ties and xails^ 


"The engine, baggage cars, com- 


bination Car and two chair cars had 
passed over the washout, dropping 
their trucks as they went, so that 
the hole was completely filled with 
car wheels and trucks. 
An idea oif 


the width of the break may be ob- 
tained when I tell you tha't the first 
of the 
sleepers 
stfcppetf.1 directly 


across it, and the car w*as just long 
enough for either end to rest upon 
opposite brinks of the precipice. 


"The engine went possibly 100 or 


150 feet beyond <the hole and1 then 
overturned upqn the right side of the 
tra'ck. 
The engineer stuck to his 


post and in some miraculous manner 
escaped serious injury. 
The fireman 


must have jumfped afbout the time the 
engine struck the washout, for he 
was later dragged from beneath the 
fifth car from the engine, his face 
terribly cut and bleeding, 


"Express and baggage cars al]so 


went over the embankment to the 
right, while on the other side of the 
track went the baggage car, the 
smoker and 
combination car—all 


three telescoped into a mass of ddbris. 
In these cars were most of the killed 
and Injured. 


LIFE ORTOHED OITT. 


"In the,descent the sides of the 


combination car had been burst out, 
spilling the unfommate passengers 
on either side, 
where they were 


crushed to death a moment later by 
the first of the chair cars, which came 
tumbling upon them as they lay 
stunned by the falL 
This first chair 


car headed down the left embank- 
ment at right angles to the tracks, 
and it was its crushing weight that 
killed most of the victims, 
The car 


in which I was riding came next 
and stopped parallel with the others, 
but it did not overturn, though the 
trucks had dropped from 'beneath i

Raymond E. MJcKMey, a lineman 


employed by the Fort Wayue Trac- 
tion company, accidentty grasped a 
trolley wire through which 550 volts 
were passing, this morning, and was 
instantly killed. 


The accident occurred a>t the corner 


of Lafayette and' Wallace streets 
shortly after 9 o'clock. 
At this 


point a gang of linemen, under the 
direction of Chief Electrician Daniel 
Bull, was engaged in stringing the 
new trolley wires to replace the old 
ones. 
McKinley, in company with 


Wilson Teeters, was standing on the 
platform of one of the re/pair wagons 
engaged in making fast the new wire 
to one of the cross supporting wires* 
It is thought the unfortunate man 
removed his rubber gloves in order to 
facilitate his work, as otherwise the 
gloves would have protected him 
from all danger of shock. 
McKin- 


ley grasped the new wire in his left 
hand and it is thought that in reach- 
ing for one of his tools he unwitting^ 
ly grasped the main trolley wire, 
tthus making a short circuit through 
which the full voltage on the wire 
passed. 


The current of electricity passing 


throii&h the hapless man's 'body 
caused the muscles to contract and 
his fingers closed about the wires in 
a grip that could not relax. 
The1 


frightful voltage must have caused 
death instantly, but the *body con- 
tiniued to writhe aJbout on the plat- 
forun until Teeters, tthe other line- 
man, 
mioceeded in grasping the cloth- 


ng of his fellow workman, and pull- 


g^ his grip from the wires. . 
The muscular spasm continued jfox 


a £ew seconds longer, and itt was 
;houight possible that the man n^iglvt 
still be alive.

the outer corner of the Tight eyelid. 
The latter was caused by the broken 
end of a wire during the muscula-r 
convulsions while the unfortunate 
man still grasped the wire's.

It appears that 
the children have been sick for some 
days, but no medical attendant ;ofras 
called in until nigli't before last, 
when Dr, Martz was summoned. He 
diagnosed the disease as smallpox 
and immediately reported the circum- 
stances and his diagnosis <to Health 


Commissioner MaciBeth.

JOSEPH COOK. 


"Defender of the faith" has long 


been a part of the high-sounding 
title- of the monaichs of Great 
Britain, but for the last quai ter of a 
xJentury the title has of right and 
by the logic of facts belonged to 
Joseph Cook, whose death is just an- 
nounced, Joseph Cook has been lit- 
erally and in the aggressive sense 
the defender of the Christian faith. 
In that great world-wide struggle 
that has been called the conflict "be- 
tween science and religion Josepn 
Cook was the steadfast and mignty 
champion of the eternal and change- 
less truths of Christianity. To oorn- 
bat the dictum of unbelieving sci- 
entists that the revelations of science 
an'd the teachings of the Christian 
religion1 were incompatible was the 
aggressive mission of Joseph Cook. 
In that purpose he never faltered 
and he !hiad compelled the civilized 
world bo take 'a mighty interest in 
what he thought arid what ho said. 


His life was marked by the most 


prodigious labors, For years his 
Monday lecturer in Boston were 


events that multiplied in importance 
$n<d grew in influence. From Hun- 
dreds of platforms (throughout the 
country foe (had thundered with his 
amazing oratory against the assail- 
ants of Christianity and hurled them 
back with the might of his powerful 
logic. He was a familiar figure on 
the rostrum of every Ohautauqua 
assembly in the land. He became a 
power in enlisting men's minds Jin 
philosophical and religious questions 
and stimulated and directed search 
for the truths of not only religion 
but of science. 
He filled a great 


place in the world and that place fs 
now void, for there is not Ms like 
to succeed *him. 


Of Joseph Cook's position with ref- 


erence to religion the best idea may 
perhaps be 'gained from his own 
words: 


"The world is now one neighbor- 


hood. Christianity will make it one 
brotherhood. 
The supremacy must 


be given to the one religion that sat- 
isfies man's supreme spiritual neces- 
sities* 
Men will have a religion. 


Enlightened men will have the best. 
But ithe best is that which delivers 
the soul from the love and guilt of 
sin. 
Only Christianity points out 


the method of that double deliver- 
ance. 
The predominance of Chris- 


tianity can be secured only by its 
pinity. In some respects, 'however, 
its purity is impaired 'by its predom- 
inance. 
The wheat and the tares 


grow together, but the whole course 
of hisotry predicts and science guar- 
antees the survival of the fittest."

institutes in. Indiana, has issued the 
following circular which is of interest 
to every farmer: 


"The inciease in the appropriation 


for farmeis' institutes, granted by 
the last general assembly, will make 
it possible to hold a greater number 
of these institutes each season. It 
is the desire and purpo&e of the gen- 
eral committee on institutes, consist- 
ing of the president of Purdue uni- 
versity, the director of the experi- 
ment station and1 the superintendent 
of farmers' institutes, to hold a con- 
siderable number 
of supplemental 


meetings each year at places remote 
from the points where the annual 
meetings are held. It 
is believed 


that, within eiach two years, it will be 
posible with the co-operation of those 
interested, to place an institute with- 
in the reach of every faimer in the 
state. Small towns near the bound- 
ary lines or in the 
coiners of the 


counties are preferred &s places for 
holding these additional meetings. 
It is believed that, -with the funds 
now available, fifty or more addition- 
al meetings can thus be held each 
yeiar, if desired. To make these meet- 
ings an assured success, local co-oper- 
ation is necessary. An opportunity 
is now given the localities, remote 
from the county seats to apply foi 
an institute to be held during the 
legular season, beginning November 
1st and ending March 31st. Applica- 
tion for such meeting should be made 
to the county institute chairman, and 
the request filed with the superin- 
tendent of farmers' institutes by the 
first of August. 


"To each of these -meetings, iat the 


points approved by the general com- 
mitee, one or two speakers* will be 
assigned, expenses paid, on condition 
that the locality will furnish a suit- 
able place of meeting, provide pro- 
grammes, advertise the meeting, and 
convey the assigned speakers to ancl 
from the railway station. Any one 
interested, in town or country, may 
confer with others in his locality rel- 
ative to securing one of thesa insti- 
tutes,"

NIGHT OF TERM AND DANGER 


Steamer Lusitania Striks a Reef Off New Found- 


land—Five Hundred Passengers Saved-- 


Men Fought Women for the Boats. 


St. Johns, N. T., June 20.—The 


Orient Steam Navigation company';; 
steamer, Lusitanm, Captain McNny, 
from Liverpool, June 18, for Mon- 
treal, having 500 passengers on 
board, was wrecked last nig-ht off 
Qape Balard. 


The Lusitania was bound round 


Cape Race fov Montreal with a large 
cargo and a ship load of passengers. 
She mistook her course in a dense fog 
and 
went 
ashore • near 
Renews, 


twenty miles north* of Cape Kace, be- 
fore daybreak. The ship rah over a 
reef and hangs against a cliff. The 
passengers, who are mostly emi- 
grants, were panic stricken. 
They 


scuffled and fought for the boats, but 
were overcome by the officers and 
crew, who secured control after great 
trouble and a prolonged struggle with 
the rougher element among the pas- 
sengers, who used knives. The wo- 
men and children were first landed 
and the men followed. 
The crew 


stood by the ship. A heavy sea was 
running-, but at latest advices the 
Lusitania was holding her own. It 
was thought likely, however, that 
she would prove a total wreck; 


The disaster occurred miles from 


the nearest telegraph .station and the 
details obtainable at this time are 
meagre. 


The representative of the Associ- 


ated Press litre is unable to verify 
the report at present. 


A TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 


The passengers of the Lusitania had 
a terrible

rasping over the rocks, they were all

WERE ALMOST WAKED. 


The women and children, rescued 


were almost naked. 
Drenched with 


spray, they were pulled up 'the cliffs 
by the coast people. 
Some of tlie 


boats were demolished in the surf 
while attempting to land and their 
half-drowned occupants held on to 
the rocks shivering with cold until 
rescued. 


This morning- the .unhappy pas- 


sengers after shivering for hours on 
the hill tops tramped 
over weary 


•miles in an endeavor to reach the 
houses of fishermen where they are 
now sheltered. 


TEB/MBLE ANXIETY. 


Previous 'to reaching the cliffs the 


passengers passed tw"b hours of ter- 
rible anxiety on the wreck. 


As a furious rain storm and heavy 


sea raged all night, it is feared the 
Lusitania will be a total wreck. The 
last reports received -here said the 
steamer wns breaking up, that :ie;p 


foreholds -were full of water and that 
her cargo h'ad heeu salvaged. There 
is hope of saving the effects of the 
passen-gars, as, where possible, tliey 
were stowed abovo decks. 


Six steamers are now on their way 


from here to the scene of the wreck. 
It is expected that the .rescued pas- 
sengers will 'be •broug'ht here 'to- 
night.

OFFICIAL REPORT. 


MR. ROBERTSON'S STORY. 


Robert S. Robertson, jr., was a pas- 


senger on the ill-fated train, but he 
was fortunate to escape with a severe 
shaking tip and some minor cuts and 
bruises. Mr. Robertson was en route 
to St. Louis on a businses trip, but 
returned to -the city this morning, 
ind -was seen at the residence of his 
father-in-law, 
John Ferguson, 
at 


203 /West Berry street, by a reporter 
for The Sentinel. 


Mr. Robertson's appearance showed 


plainly the effects of his exciting ex- 
perience and rhfi ban-owing scenes 
whicli followed the catastrophe, but 
lie was calm and collected, and gave 
The -Sentinel n vivid account of the 
terrible affair. 


"'Everything Was all right until 


we reached Peru," said Sir. Robert- 
son. 
"Here we wore delayed forty 


minutes for the arrival of the De- 
troit train bringing tlie combination 
cars which contained most of the un- 
fortunates who lost their lives a short 
time later. This car was switched in 
just behind the three baggage and 
express cars. Following it was the 
smoker and two chair cars and at the 
rear were three sleepers. 


"As we left Peru at 11:40 I left the 


smoker and walked through the chair 
cars, took the last scat in the second 
car, nnd had just finished reading n 
Toledo paper which I found upon the 
sea.t, when tho crash came. It Instec 
but a moment; there was an indo- 


i w.ia only partially filled 


but I had noticed that the cars ahead 
of us were crowded. It is utterly im- 
possible to give mi r.rietjuate idea of 
the situation Cor the next few min- 
utes. From 
out of the 
darkness 


ahead of us came screams, cries'and 
groans of the injured people mingled 
with a vicious hiss of steam from the 
overturned locomotive. FYom out of 
the debris 
and from 
the sleepers 


which were yet standing upon the 
tracks hurried the passengers who 
were not injured, together with many- 
less fortunate but who were still able 
to climb from the wreckage. 


SCENE OF THE TROUBLE. 


'There had been, so far as I could 


discover, no bridge or trestle where 
the wreck occurred. It was, I be- 
lieve, a stretch of new-laid track, 
built up to a hoighth of eighteen or 
twenty 'feet, with new gravel very 
loose and not ballasted. Ahead was 
the Wabash river and on either side 
of -the track the water which fell in 
the earlier part of the night was run- 
ning, but there was no accumulation 
of water, and none was passing be- 
neoith the tracks. In my judgment 
the water from the rainfall pasging 
along the sides of the track -had simp- 
ly washed away the loose gravel at 
that spot and permitted ithe upper 
part of the embankment to cave in, 
so that when the train struck the 
spot there was no support there be- 
neath the ties and rails. 


"The engine, baggage cars, com- 


bination car and two chair cars had 
passed over the washout, 'dropping 
their trucks as they went, so that 
the hole was completely filled with 
car wheels and trucks. 
'An idea of

of the 
sleepers stopped directly 


across it, and the car was just long 
enough for either end to rest upon 
opposite brinks of the precipice. 


"The engine went possibly 100 or

Raymond E. McKinley, a lineman 


employed by the Fort Wayne Trac- 
tion company, accidently grasped a 
trolley wire through which 550 volt's 
were passing, this morning, and wns 
instantly killed. 


The ac.cid.ent occurred at the corner 


of -Lafayette and1 Wallace streets 
shortly after 9 o'clock. 
At this 


point n gang of linemen, under the 
direction of Chief Electrician Daniel 
Dull, was engaged in stringing the 
new trolley wires to replace the old 
ones. 
McKinley, in company with 


Wilson Teeters, was standing on the 
platform of one of the repair wagons 
engaged in making fast the new wire 
to one of the cross supporting wires. 
It is thought the unfortunate man 
removed his rubber gloves in order to 
facilitate his work, as otherwise the 
gloves would 
have 
protected him 


from all danger of shock. 
McKin- 


ley grasped the new wire in his, left 
hand and It is thought -that in reach- 
ing for one of his tools he unwitting- 
ly grasped the main trolley wire, 
thus making a short circuit through 
which the full voltage on the wire 
passed. 


The current of electricity passing 


through the hapless man's 'body 
caused, the muscles to contract, and 
his fingers closed about the wires in 
a grip that could not relax.

frightful voltage must have caused 
death instantly,. but the "body con- 
tinued to wirithe about on the plat- 
form until Teeters, .the. other line- 
man, succeeded in grasping the cloth- 
ng of his fellow workman and pull- 
ig' his grip from the wires. .

Mnnila, May 22.—At about the 


time this correspondence is publish- 
ed in the United States civil govern- 
ment will have succeeded milifcaiy 
control throughout the Philippines. 
The islands still excepted from peace- 
ful civil 
rule will be few and re- 


mote. 


The only large ones, Mindoro and 


Paragun, are iu a quiescent, rather 
than a rebellious condition. Accord 
ing1 ito nil calculations the surrender 
or capture of Lucban and the begin- 
ning, at least, of the pacification of 
latnnr, will have been accomplished 
•within a few weeks, so that the orga- 
nization of municipal and provincial 
government in bhat stubbornly in- 
surgent island will not he mucli long- 
er delayed. 


CAN GET NO FRANCHISES. 
The inauguration of the purely civ- 


il government is expected to give a 
considerable impetus to business. Al- 
though the amendments attached by 
congress to the Spooner act prohibit 
;ranting of public franchises or dis- 
posals of public 
land and mining 


•ights, and although 
no authority 


as been conferred for the organisa- 


tion of corporations, still the indi- 
•jdual American business man 
Is 


naturally 
optimistic, still tho pros- 


jects of the era of 
commercial ouc- 


crss predicted for the near future. 


The war, while it caused adversity 


n 'the 
provinces, has nil along 


nought prosperity to Mnnila, and 
lie English, German and American 
business men have been and arc mak- 
ug money. 


Now, 
with 
the coining of pe-ice, 


;rade with the provinces is beginning 
.o boom, and it is 
quite apparent 


iha-t the trade of Manila, Iliolo and 
Cebu, with continental Asia, is liki- 
y to greatly surpass the expectations 
f Americans in general. 
HULL'S EYfl ON MAIN CHANCE. 


In a recent conversation with the 


Associated Press correspondent, Con- 
•ressman Hull, of Iowa, said: 
"The business developments of the 


Philippines was set back a year by 
congress' refusal to permit granting 
of franchises. 
The now 
congress 


must, of course, at its coming ses- 
,ion, legislate for the islands, and if 
we are going to insist that no Fran- 
chises be granted for the promotion 
of large business enterprises, we vir- 
tually say that we are opposed, or at 
cast, indifferent, to the development 
of the Philippines." 


Mr. Hull, in common with all the

come to the Philippines in these ^;iys, 
iclicve the business future of thu is- 
:nnds, and of Manila in particula'/.

and had breakfast in liis room.

overbalancing, fell to the pavement 
below, fully sixty feet. 
The fall re- 


sulted in- instant death. 
Within 


fifteen minutes the body had been 
identifier!. 
How it all happened be- 


came a matter of speculation on tlio 
part of the throng of curious specta- 
tors who gathered and a subject of 
mournful inquiry for the classmates 
and friends. 
Half a dozen physi- 


cians who were hastily summoned 
were unable to do anything, and The 
"body awaited its disposition at the 
orders of the coroner's deputy, Med- 
ical Examiner Bnrt'lett. That official 
pronounced, it a case of acc'dental 
death and reported to his superior,

moved as soon as possible to the 
rooms of an undertaker, where it 
waited instructions from the family.

Hay by wire were futile until the 
early morning hours, when a request 
from the father reached Seth Mose- 
ley, -proprietor of the hotel, to care 
(for the foody until the members of the 
ifamlly could reach town.

-he cloud burst over the town of 
Vivian there was n passenger train 
standing in the railroad yards. About 
!orty passengers, ot^whom three were 
women, were in the cars. 


The water rose rapidly and soon was' 


over the trucks of the car. Houses 
ind cars were being washed about be- 
'ore thf'eyes of the frightened pas- 
sengers. Ropes were thrown to the 
cars and male passengers caught 
;hem and waided through the .water 
which was now waist deep to places 
of safety around the coke -ovens on 
the adjoining •hill. The ladies were 
too much frightened to get into the 
water and were placed on the tender 
of the engine where they were safe. 
Jther portions of the railroad yards 
were Washed out and a hundred box 
cars were wrecked. 
The -house in 


which the section master at Vivian 
ived, was washed away. 
A young son of the section master 


rode on driftwood for four miles and 
was then lodged in a tree from which 
he was rescued. 
A colored section 


hand who was in the section master's 
louse when the flood .waters struck 
>he building was drowned. 


STREAMS ARE FALLING. 


The rain ceased falling about 9 


o'clock Saturday morning. -There has 
been no rain since that hour and the 
streams are gradually falling. 


A big furniture store and a large 


clothing house were washed away at 
Vivian, as also were about a dozen 
small dwellings which were situated 
in the lower portion of the village, 
Two dead bodies, both colored men, 
were seen at Eckman .".nd three col- 
ored and one white corpse at Empire. 


Two iron 
bridges 
were washed 


away at Vivian and another at North 
Fork Junction and three persons are 
reported to have been drowned near 
the latter place. 


All the biidges and trestle-work had 


been washed away on the Simmons 
river branch of 
the 
Norfolk and 


Western system. All telegraph lines 
are down and tracks are 
badly 


washed out on this division. The 
people who -juine from Vivian did not 
come through the town of Keystone 
but only around it. They state, how- 
ever, that the damage done there is 
nothing like as great as first re- 
ported. They think that not more 
than a dozen houses were washed 
away. They cannot say how many, if 
any, lives were lost at Keystone.

Iverywhere is debris, composed of 
wrecked homes, demolished railroad 
cars, broken and splintered liouse- 
lold furniture and now and then the 
corpse of a victim. 
Railroad iron 


was bent by the force of the water, 
ron bridges resting on their piers 
of solid masonry, withstood 
the 


strain but a moment and were swept 
away like empty casks. 


The eddying waters ate away em- 


bankments and great railroad cars 
laden with half a hundred tons o£ 
black diamonds tumbled to destruc- 
tion. 
The Elkhorn and North Forge

William 
Carey leading the missionary move- 
ment to save a beathen world, while 
churches denounced him as a fanatic 
and with attempting an impossibil- 
ity. 
Jenner, the hero of medicine, 


caricatured for his attempt by vac- 
cination to beat back the worst dis- 
ease that smote the nations.

It is -art uncertain 
indication, and is apt to blow the 
wrong way. 


Communities and churches and na- 


tions sometimes are thrown into hys- 
teria, and it requires a man of great

END OF SOME WAK TAXES. 


This week will be the last in which 


lie people will he compelled to pay 
.any of the war taxes imposed to 
neet the expenses of the Spauish- 
.merican war. The bank depositor 
ill have to stamp 'his checks no 
onger than till Saturday. After that 
ate the express amd telegraph com- 
anies will not have the excuse for 
xtracting an extra cent from their 
atrons. The stamp on notes, cer- 
ificates of deposit, money orders, life 
nsurance policies and mortgages will 
o longer be required. And the brew- 
rs will get a reduction on their beer 
ax, though they refuse to be satis- 


led with it. 
There was no complaint concerning 
he payment of these taxes while the 
lecessity for them was plain. It was 
/hen the war was ended, and nil its 
xpenditures settled, that people he- 


fan to ask why they should be taxed 
o keep up the level of war expeiitli- 
ure, about 40 per cent, greater than 


icfore. Even then the popular de- 
nand for relief was not clamorous 
wing to the general disposition to 
larvest the nimble dollar and take 
/hat fate and the politicians decree. 
But the .partial reduction of taxation 
was evidently made to avoid a clamor 


that might be dangerous. The same 
wise policy may well lead to a re- 
trenchment of expenditure that will 
permit the repeal of all the extra 
taxes imposed on the excuse of a -war, 
now entirely ended. 


It is no doubt a great relief to tha 


country to learn that the earlier ac- 
counts of the loss of life by flood in 
West Virginia were out of all propor- 
tion to the facts. It now seems tol- 
crnbiy clear, from such details as 
have bten learned that the number 


of (lead will hardly exceed one hun- 
dred.

Ihoiisnnd and ranked the catastropho 
w'th the awful Johnstown cataclysm, 
is such as to bring a feeling of relief 
to thc> people of this country. The 


Galveston horror is so recent and the 
horror of it so fresh in the public 
mind that the first startling stories 


of the magnitude of the Ellthorn val- 
ley disaster v/ere such as to almost 
overwhelm public feeling.

B. B. SMITH, WTIO DIED AT TO- 


LEDO SATURDAY. 


Venerable Pioneer Whose Account o; 


Life Along the Old Canal is 


Very Interesting. 


Denison B. Smith, a pioneer citizen 


who died at Toledo Saturday, was 
familiar with life along the M;-iumei 
river for a ported of Sixty-two years, 
and was c'.rsely ident-fed with the 
eld Wabash and Erie can::l. 
Some 


time ago he wrote of this woik and 
told of early visits to Fort "Wayne, 
in the course of which he siicl: 


"Of course, the commerce I have re- 


ferred to was of - limited character. 
It consist^ mrv'nly of the merchan- 
dise from New York for the trading 
joints west -ts far as Logansport, 
Ind. 
Grain and luinbei were im- 


portel for .supplying contractors 
the canals. 
The floods were sent 


forward hy teams to the head of the 
Hnnraee river rapids, now 
called 


Grand Rapids, and thence sent up 
the river in keel boars ana piiagues 
to Fort Wayne, where another por- 
tage was necessary over to the head- 
quarters of the Wabash river, and 
thence down the Wabash to their 
destination. 
-All this was heioic 


transportation, compared' 
with, the 


facilities of the present day 
The 


completion of the canals presented to 
us all a striking and pleasant con- 
trast. 


"I was sent by my employers in 


October, 1836, to X.og-ansport, Ind., 
to collect the money they had paid 
out for transporting this merchan- 
dise from New York to Perrysburg-. 
I was a green boy of eighteen, and 
eighteen at that period meant less 
experience than at present. 
I was a 


tendei-foot of the rarest type, but I 
succeeded in accomplishing my mis- 
sion. 
The trip was performed on 


horseback, of course, and for much 
of the way through forests without 
Toads. 
I consumed ten days in 


reaching Logansport. 
Between De- 


fiance and Fort Wayne the country 
•was very new and wild, but I found 
shelter for man and beast at several 
log cabins. 
I am ashamed that I 


ran not recall the names of the very 
early and hospitable settlers. 


"Among the men with whom I 


came in contact and had business 
with were the Messrs. Samuel Han- 
na, William G. and G. W. Ewing, Al- 
len Hamilton, Cyrus Tafber, the chiefs 
•o£ the Miami Nation, Godfrey and 
Si chard vi lie, the Edsalls, Hugh Me- 
Culloch, M. W. Hubbell, Hugh Hanna 
•and others. 
:At Peru, Ind., I at- 


tended a public dance in a hotel just 
built where the whites were largely 
outnumbered by the Miami Indians, 
and where long before morning all 
original distinctive racial develop- 
ments were lost in 'the noisy orgies 
of a disgusting, drunken Tiomogenity. 
It was a decidedly new revelation to 
the tenderfoot. 
I secured a room, 


but without a leek, and left my sad- 
tile bags containing specie that I had 
collected in the bed. 
I was alarmed 


for the safety of the money and be- 
gan to arouse the Indian in a rough 
•way, when he sprang out of bed 
'brandishing his knife, and I went 
flying to the landlord, who came, and 
after explanation I turned in with 
my toots on. 


"On "my return to Fort Wayne I 


had1 checks upon (Hugh McCulloch, 
who was president of a branch of the 
State bank there and who very kind- 
ly helped me to so arrange my money 
collections around my body as to 
make it safe to carry through the 
rest of my journey 'home. 
Mr. Mc- 


Culloch was afterwards secretary of 
the treasury of the United States. 


"In the following summer at the 


request of my employers I went on 
board of the steamer Wayne as clerk 
from August, when she was ready to 
sail, until the close of navigation; 
but the season's experience as a sail- 
or vas satisfactory to me."

PITTSBURG AND LAKE EltlE 


FLYER IS WRECKED. 


Two Persons Dead and Many Injured 


—Brother of L. P. Hulburd 


Among the Victims. 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 25.™A pas- 


senger train on the Pittsburg- and 
Lake Erie railroad was wrecked yes- 
terday afternoon twenty-six miles 
northwest of Pittsburg while going 
at the rate of forty-five miles an 
hour. Of the 125 passengers on the 
train not twenty escaped uninjured. 
In most cases the injuries were slight 
but two of the train crew were in- 
stantly killed, .three passenger were 
fatally injured, some were danger- 
ously hurt, and more than a score 
will be laid up for days and weeks 
from their wounds.

two passenger coaches and a parlor 
car. The train was running' forty-five 
miles an hour, and the acidemt is as- 
cribed to either a defective switch or 
some obstruction upon the switch.

Davies, for many years prominent as 
a civil tngineer on lines running out 
of ChJLMg-o, sustained injuries fri-m 
which, he died Sunday night. Mi.

THIEVES OF THE ORIENT 


Some of the Peculiar Arts Pos- 


sessed By the Criminals of 
Lower Bombay. 


(New Penny Magazine.) 


A very interesting and valuabli 


report was issued several years ago 
by the inspector of prisons of the In- 
dian Empire, in which almost in- 
creditable accounts are given of the 
practice of this extraordinary art by 
the thieves of lower Bombay.

To enter a zenana, or the women's 


ipartment in a native house, where 
ill the family treasures are kept, 
s the ambition of every native thief. 
This is no easy matter, for the ze- 


ana is in the center of the house, 
urrounded by other apartments oc- 
upied by ever wakeful sentinels. In 
rder to reach it the thief burrows 
under the house, until his tunnel 
eaches a point beneath the floor of 
he room to which accuss is sought. 
But the cautious native does not at 
nee enter.

ver the hole, armed with deadly

earance.

.em,-'and to get safely away with 
is plunder. Who but a dacoit would 
e equal to so delicate, dangerous 
nd difficult a piece of-work?

"These 


di-oit burglars," says my authority, 
com.Tn.it the most daring robberies 
n the midst of the English army, 
knowing the position of the tents, 
ley mark out one which is occupied 
y -an officer of high rank, and creep 
llently toward it.

y is poisoning cattle. 
They smear 


lantain leaves with their own par- 
icular brand of cattle exterminator 
nd scatter them about among the 
lerds at night. 
In the morning, as 


aany of the cattle as have partaken 
re dead and have been abandoned. 
iy their owners. 
The Mooches flay 


he dead animals and sell their hides. 
Pursued, these honest creatures make 
t full speed for the jungle. 
If 


hey reach it, all hope of capturing 
hem is at an end, but even when 
hey discover that 
they must be 


vertaken before they .reach it they 
jy no means lose heart, and are 
measurably sure of escaping, espe- 
cially, as is very often the case in 
India, the surface is burned over and 
he trees and bushes that have not 
been consumed are 
charrci and 


ilackened and bereft of their foliage, 
ind many perhaps reduced to little 
more than blackened stumps by the 
ire by which the fields are annually 
burned over. 


If hard pressed in such a country 


as this they cease to fly, and immedi- 
ately disappear. For a long time the 
English troops which policed the dis- 
tricts where they made their raids 
were completely nonplused; again 
and again, on the very point of being 
captured, the Mooches escaped by 
miraculously vanishing, and officers 
as well as soldiers became supersti- 
tious.

ing fixed, immovable postures, ii 
which their race seems to-excel, thes< 
Indians, grasping in their hand; 
such blackened branches as they picl 
up in their flight, can instantly as 
sume and retain for a long time ai 
almost perfect mimicry of the group 
of blackened stumps and haK-burnei 
stunted trees with which the count i'; 
abounds. 
In Abyssinia the Barea 


tribe have the same trick of becom 
ing invisible, added to which the 
place theii ,ounded shields, that dis 
posed in the grass look exactly lik 


bowlders, before them for -screens 
while they lie flat, watching, uuseen 
for travelers to rob or enemies to kill

i I COUNT DE PIERRECOUBT, A FRENCHMAN, LEFT A MILLION 


DOLLARS FOR THAT PURPOSE. 


(Paris Letter.) 


The late Comte de 
St. Ouen de 


Picrrecourt. who left a bequest o: 
ten million francs ($1,900,000), t - 
encourage the breeding of 
giants 


was prompted to incorporate tha 
provision in his will by reading in 
French papers of an article first pul 
lisJied in the editorial section of the 
New York World. 


That article had been written espe- 


cially for the New Century numbei 
by Carolus Duran, an artist of unl 
versftl fame. 


In it this connoisseur in beauty 


made the startling assertion that "in 
France, as an the United States and 
all civilized countrties, 70 or 80 pel 
:ent of the population is hideously 
malconformed." 


The "-tide attracted great atten- 
ioii in America, judging from the 
mndreds of letters of inquiry, pro- 
:est or indorsement which reached 
ts author from across the sea. In 
Europe, too, it was 
widely traiis- 


ated and gave rise to many other 
Articles pro.an'd con. 


Among' those most deeply iiiter- 
rtcd in the matter 
was the old 


Comte de St. Ouen.. He sought out 
he writer, consulted 'physicians, iind 
inally two months ago, shortly be- 
ors his death, sent to the cabinet of 
ninisters a petition signed . with 
many powerful names. 
In it the 


id of the state WHS demanded for R 
ystematic physical development of 
he French peoples. 
Here is one of 


he passages of that remarkable doc- 
.ment: 
"The breeding of the human race,

There is noth- 
ng to show whether or not the ex- 
periment was really made. 


The ancient chronicler of the- do- 


ings at the French courts, Brantome, 
asserts in one of his books that it

lined for 'ages in certain 
feudal 


liouses of Avergne and Gascony that 
the sons or daughters of lords should 
marry none but gigantic mates; all 
puny offspring was 
mercilessly 


slaughtered or secretly exchanged at 
birth. As a result of this practice, 
which was kept up several hundred 
years, these provincial nobles prourt- 
y towered above all their contempo- 
•aries "as though 
of u different, 


more powerful kind."

poor models they would make. Surely 
no one should choose a man from this 
class as his model, but should shun 
him. 
On the ether hand there are 


these who are not learned and who 
know they are not. 
Th&y do not 


pretend to know what they know 
nothing about. 
These men will ad- 


vance for they can be taught. 
Ig- 


norance that knows itself is a wise 
ignorance. These men are so anxious 
to le.im that they are willing to give 
their all to get knowledge. 
They 


acquire what they can either through 
ftssociations or experiences. 
If a 


man wishes to rise and is now ignor- 
ant, he must realize at the first that 
he knows not, for although he may 
not bft learned at 
first, ho can be 


taught, and may therefore become 
learned. 
A third class is composed 


&f those in whom are hidden abili- 
ties. 
There are .many men who have 


intellect, but who do not realize this 
fact. 
These men are asleep to them- 


selves and hence to the greater part 
of the world.

that we knew not, you quickly in- 
formed us of our ignorance, thus 
making us capable of being taught.

V7. Parsons, of 
the 
st?.te normal 


school at Terre Haute, was heard 
with the closest interest.

ing- President Parsr-ns expressed his 
pleasure at being permitted to speak 
to the first twentieth century class 
of the Fort Wayne high school, as 
well as to the magnificent audienco

able per cent of illiteracy— that 30,- 
000 voters can 
neither read nor 


•write? 
No political party since the 


time of the civil war, I believe, has 
carried the state at a general election 
by a majority equal to the amount of 
the illiteracy in its own ranks. That 
means that the balance of political 
power is held by men who can not 
read the ballot they drop in the box. 
Do yon tell me this is not a menace? 
It is the function of education to dis- 
integrate the mob, and to make every 
man an tintrammeled thinker." 


The speaker 
referred to 
other 


menacing influences—insanity, sui- 
cide, crime, etc., and held that i't is 
the duty of the school, the press, the 
church and the state to do its utmost 
to counteract these influences. 


SCHOOL'S OPPORTUNITY. 


"Here the free American school has 


an opportunity not excelled by any 
of the others. 
I would not under- 


estimate nor minimize ths work of 
the church, but in this opportunity 
to train, boys and girls for useful 
citizenship the school must not shirk 
its responsibility. 
What 
would I 


have these schools doP In a word, 
my judgment is that 
the 
public 


school must consecrate itself anew to 
its work of building 
up in these 


young people the highest standard of 
manhood 
and womanhood. What 


the world needs supremely at this 
age is decency as much as brains; 
manliness, not mere acumen. 
The 


schools must instill manly and wom- 
anly habits into these young people 
at the plastic periods of their lives. 
A mere 
knowledge 
of light and 


wrong" does not constitute mortality; 
it is only when good habits 'are abso- 
lute rulers of life thait they tire char- 
acter. 


"And what are ifche mortal habits 


the schools may lead children 
to 


form? There iar'e at Heast three great 
classes of these. 
'Ths firdt class I 


call simple mechanical habits—those 
which the child is led to form in, an 
unrefleetive way—habSts of prompt- 
ness, regularity, Attention, industry 
and obedience. Th'3 second is a higfner 
or more strictly mor<al class of -vir- 
tues—truthfulness, honeaty, patriot- 
ism, politeness. Th'e third—religious 
virtues. Now, I imagine ithis great 
audience is bristling with opposition 
to this last statement. 
*Wh.ait,' you 


say, 'would you teach religion in the 
public schools?' 
l~No 'and yes,' I an- 


swer. 
If by religion you m'4an Sec- 


tarianism or dogmlatic theology^ no; 
but if by religion you nreaii that 
great celestial trinity of virtues on 
which Christian society rests—faith, 
hope and charity—then I maintain 
•tha't the school may rightfully en- 
grive these iiiito the mind of every 
boy and girl. Paiith sees the prin- 
ciple; hope will see it; charity sets it 
in the heart amd gives it out day by 
day in our intercourse with 
the 


world. These are the trinity of celes- 
tial vdrtuss on which 'all our mod'arn 
institutions rest.

People in Great Sorrow Over the Death o 


Uormer Governor Pingree Which 


Occurred in London. 


Detroit, Mich., June 19.—All th 


flags in the city are floating at half 
mast today, cut of respect to th 
memory 
of ex-Governor Pingree 


•whose death in London last night i 
almost the sole topic of conversatio 
ou the streets today. 


Expressions of deep and sincere re 


gret are heard on every hand an 
the papers are filled with eulogies o 
•the dead ex-governor from friend 
and former political foes alike. 


The common council met this morn 


ing and adopted fitting resolution 
on the death of Detroit's best know 
mayor, and the circuit courts ad 
journed until tomorrow in respect t 
liis memory. As a whole the city 
more moved by Mr. Pingree's tleatl 
than by the loss of any public mar 
iii many decades. 


THE FINAL SCENE. 


London, June 19.—Hosen S. Pin 


gree, former governor of jYTichh 
died here at 11:35 last night. 


Eascn S. Pingree, jr., his son, was 


the only person with the former gov- 
ernor when he died. Tha attending 
physician left the house at 
11:15 


promising' to return shortly. Youn:r 


Pingree, who had been watching a' 


. Ms father's side for four days, and 


who had not removed his clothes dur- 
ing that time, noticed a sudden 
change in hts father's condition. He 
had hardly reached the patient's 
bedside when his father died peace- 
fully, without warning, and without 
speaking one word. Young- Pingree 
•wired his mother and uncle in the 
United States not to come to London. 
The body will be embalmed and 
taken to Pingree's former horns. 


The diagnosis made by London 


specialists of the cancerous affection 
of the intestines from wine i Pingree 
suffered, left practically no hope foi 
the patient's recove^. 


Toward the end of his illness Pin- 


gree suffered great pain and weak- 
ened rapidly. He was unable to re- 
tain nourishment- His minii, how- 
ever, remained fairly clear. During 
the whole of Tuesday lie was practi- 
cally kept alive by injections of 
strychnine and drugs administered to 
lessen his pain. 


The North German Lloyd steamer 


Koenigin Luis, which, sails 
from 


Bremen June 32, via Southampton 
June 23, for New York, will take the 
body of Former Governor Pingree. 


The remains of Mr. Pingree have 


'been embalmed. 
They will be re- 


moved to a private mortuary tonig'ht, 
prior to their embarkation, on Sun- 
day. Mr. Pingree, jr., is the recipi- 
ent of cable messages of sympathy 
from all parts of the United States. 
The officers of the United States em- 
Jbassy here have extended him every 
courtesy and assistance.

Andersonville stockade, Salisbury, N 
C., and at Millen, Ga.

place in November, 1864, he was ex 
changed.

HE. PING-RF/E'S CAREER. 


Hazen S, Pingree was -born at Den- 


mark, Me., August 30, 1840, the 
•fourth cliild of Jasper and Adaline 
Pingree. 
Jasper Pingree was a 


farmer and -resided at Denmark, Me., 
from the time of his birth, in 1806 
until 1871, going then to Detroit, 
where he died in 1882. 
The son re- 


sided with his parents until fourteen 
years of age, when he went to Saco. 
Me., and secured employment in a 
cotton factory. 
In 1860 he went to 


Hopkinton, Mass., and secured em- 
ployment in a shoe factory. 
Here 


lie learned the trade of cutter, at 
which he .worked until August 1, 
1862, 
when he enlisted as a private 


in Company F, First Mass.ichuset.ts 
regiment of heavy artillery, for the 
unexpired three years' term of th'e 
regiment. 
When the regiment was 


mustered out at the end of the term 
he re-enlisted on the battlefield for 
three years more, or during the war. 
"With the regiment he participated in 
the second battle of Bull Run. the 
battles of Frederbksburg Road, Har- 
ris Farm and Spottsylvania Court- 
house, Cold Harbor, North Anne and 
South Anne. 
At the battle of Spot- 


sylvania May 8, 1864, his regiment 
opened the engagement and a num- 
ber of men were killed and wounded. 


On May 25, 1864, Mr Pingree, with 


a number of 
his comrades, while 


guarding a wagon train en route to 
Port Royal, was captured by a squad 
of Mosfoy's men. 
As prisoners of 


war they were brought before that 
officer, who exchanged bis entire suit 
of clothes with Pingree, but after- 
wards gave back the coat, remarking 
that his men mljht shoot him for p.

D. McLand—were lynched during the 
night. 


Telegrams from Shreveport today 


state that evidence was discovere-l so 
clearly establishing the identity of 
Smith and McLand as enemies of the 
white race -and dangerous elements 
among the negroes that their extinc- 
tion came to be regarded as essential 
to the preservation of order in •'.he 
parish. 


As it became the general belief that 


Prince Edwards, the negro accused 
of killing Foster, will never bt- cap- 
tured, the mob determined to act 
without further delay. 


Smith, confessed just before lie was 


lynched that he loaded the gun with 
which Foster was killed. 


Many letters of incendiary tenor, 


written by Smith and hia fellows, 
were found. 
Indications of con- 


spiracies against Chief Lake, of the 
Shreveport police, Foster and others, 


went no further than the countr 
plantation. 


After the shooting of Foster 


search of Smith's rooms revealed 
so-called "Ark of the Covenant." '. 
was a rudely constructed bos, bear 
ing, within nnd without, mystic ayni 
bols. When the officials laid hold o 
the bos: the negroes were pan*! 
stricken. 


Further search revealed the min

EXPLOSION AT 3TOON. 


The explosion

ground floor. The middle store was 
occupied' by Rittenburg, 
Ten -fam 


ilies occupied flats in the building 
So 'great was the force of the explo- 
sion that a boy playing in the street 
half a block away was lifted fron 
•his feet and hurled ag'ainst an iroi 
fence. 
One of his, legs was broken 


Evei-y window seemed to be emit' 


ting flames within a minute after the 
first explosion. A woman, her cloth' 
ing on fire, leaped out of one of the 
windqws and fell to the yard below 
Her dead body was dragged out o 
reach of the flames, but the flesh was 
roasted so that it dropped from the 
bones. She wns later identified as 
Mrs. Williams. 


Mrs. Williams' husband 
was 


cripple. His wife is supposed to h 
•remained longer than she could with 
safety in an effort to save him. 
was found burned to a, crisp on his 
bed. 


Some of the occupants of the rooms 


dropped from their 
windows 
and 


were bruised. Others hung from the 
windows until the firemen came, and 
twenty persons were taken down in 
this way through the fire and smoke 
by the firemen, while others dropped 
into life nets. 


Daniel Dooley, 
who was in the 


yard when the explosion took place, 
saw the two Rittenburg- children in 
the rear room and rushed into the 
flames for them. He got one of them 
and carried it out, and tried to go 
back for the other, but the room was 
by then a mass of fire. He was bad- 
ly scorched in rescuing fche first 
child. 


Tha building in which the explo- 
ion took place was entirely 
de 


stroyed.

The 
telegraph 


story in part is ns follows: 


"The crime which was committed 


•was the result of reckless driving 
while in an intoxicated condition. 
He, iu company with another young 
mnn, hired n rig and went for a drive. 
A few miles south of the city they 
ran into a farmer's rig, which was oc- 
cupied by Mrs. Liebncher, her baby 
girl and two little boys. The baby 
was thrown out of the rig and alight- 
ed 011 its head, suffering a fracture at 
the base of the skull, and dying pi- 
most instantly. Mrs. Liebacher was 
seriously injured and the boys were 


bruised up badly. Hnrtzell was also 
thrown to the g-round and stunned, 
but quickly revived and fled. He 
was later captured and locked up to 
await the verdict of the coroner. 
Hnrtzell is n zither player, aged 
26, and says that his home is In Fort 
Wayne. He has been here n number 
of weeks and while here has been 
playing in saloons. The community 
was highly incensed over the affair 
and violent threats were made." 


The young man, Arthur Hartzler, 


is very well known in this city. 
He 


was for ten years employed at the 
Newspaper Union as a press feeder 
and was noted for his proficiency on 
the zither. -. He gave lessons on the 
instrument and a number of •well- 
knc-wn young; ladies, 
members of 


prominent families, were among his 
pupils. 
Among bis friends he was 


known ns "Mooch." Hartzler and his 
general replication was not bad. He 
played around saloons considerably, 
and once in a while was known to 
have drank too much, but he was not 
regarded as a drunkard nor as a dis- 
reputable young1 man.

"it is desirable from 


every point of view, that detailed 
facts .of any importance be given 'the 
department 'before being exploited in 
the newspapers." 


General Shafter's reply is as fol- 


lows: 


"Reference to your telegram today, 


I.have refrained from making a re- 
port regarding clothing seized by 
Colonel Maus because the quantity 
was very small and it nil appeared to 
have come from the same man, a junk 
dealer, who did business around the 
PVesidio. 
The clothing had evident- 


ly been sold to this peddler by sol- 
diers and recruits. 
The junk man 


and his son who sold it have been 
arrested iby the federal authorities 
and their case is being considered by 
the federal grand jury today. 
There 


is lie- shortage in any of ttlie depart- 
ments here. 
This seized clothing 


undoubtedly represents the accumu- 
lation of articles which have been 
sold from time to time during the 
past year or two by the thousands of 


soldiers who have passed through 
San Francisco. 
I do not regard this 


matter a's of any importance, 'though 
it lias 'been widely •exploited by the 
sensational newspapers. 
However, 


the seizure of these articles and the 
arrests made will have the effect, I 
t'hink, 'of discouraging1 'the purchase 
or sale of soldiers* wearing apparel 
in this vicinity hereafter. Following 
is an exact list of the articles seized-: 


"Blankets, eleven- pairs; leggings, 


five .pairs; blue flannel shints, forty- 
eight; blouses, one; gauntlet gloves, 
'two pairs; black calf skin shoes, sev- 
enty-seven pairs; tan and russet 
shoes, fifty-'tlrree pairs. 
'All these 


articles are now in the hands of the 
proper departments."
